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GREAT AMERICAN MOVIES OF THE SEVENTIES FEATURED IN “SUMMER 
EVENINGS” FILM SERIES AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

(Cleveland, Ohio) Some of the best American movies of the early 1970s will be featured in the 
Cleveland Museum of Art’s “Summer Evenings” film series, Wednesday and Friday nights in 
June, July, and August. A personal appearance by director Peter Bogdanovich will kick off the 
series at 7:30 pm on Friday, June 6. Bogdanovich will introduce the screening of the director’s 
cut of his The Last Picture Show and will answer questions afterward. He will also sign copies 
of his new book. Who the Devil Made It, in the Museum Store from 6:00 to 7:15. 

“To many observers,” says film program coordinator John Ewing, “the first half of the 
1970s was the last great period of American moviemaking. That’s when a whole new generation 
of film-savvy young moviemakers burst upon the scene; many of them — like Martin Scorsese, 
George Lucas, and Steven Spielberg — were film school graduates. Courting the youth market 
with stylistically bold, thematically daring films of counter-culture values, these and other 
novices (and such young “veterans” as Robert Altman, Brian De Palma, John Boorman, and 
Woody Allen) revolutionized Hollywood, and their influence can still be felt today. Similarly do 
the stars of the era still shine — Jack Nicholson, Robert De Niro, Gene Hackman, Sissy Spacek, 
Richard Dreyfuss, Donald Sutherland, and Elliott Gould, to name just a few.” The series Into 
the Seventies surveys this period through 13 of the decade’s pre-Stor cinematic highlights, 
including Five Easy Pieces, Jaws, M*A*S*H, and American Graffiti. Admission $5, CMA 
members $4. 

The film series is part of the museum’s Summer Evenings programming, also offering 
music, lectures, gallery talks, hands-on art activities, and relaxed dining in the outdoor courtyard 
every Wednesday night all summer. The new Friday evening version repeats the Wednesday 
film and offers courtyard dining with live music (with the exception of Friday, July 4, when the 
museum is closed).
